New York, Nov. 2.—Bradstreet’s re­ 
view of trade says tho country at 
largo has felt the after offects of the 
financial disturbances at New York 
nnd other Eastern cities.

disturbances has, however, allowed of

changed conditions with a probable 
minimum of immediate friction and 
without the sacrifices found neces­ 
sary at tile metropolis.

country, in fact, may be said to have 
gone upon a check or credit basis 
pending the passing of the uneasiness,
